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Opening hearts 


Children of Chernobyl staying with local families

TEWKSBURY / WILMING- 
TON - Many children come 
with little more than the 
clothes on their back. Nearly 
all have some sort of radia- 
tion related illness; birth 
defects, kidney problems, thy- 
roid cancer, leukemia. 
Seventy children are wel- 
comed into thirty-five homes 
in Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire this summer. 
Most of the children do not 
speak English, have never 
seen the ocean, and have 
eaten very few fresh fruits 
and vegetables in their life- 
times, because the Chernoby! 
power plant disaster contami- 
nated the land for at least the 


from 15 area hospitals. 

“The children are told over 
there that this is the chance 
of a lifetime,” said Kathy 
Carbone, of Wilmington. 


1986, the explosion of the 
reactor in Chernobyl released 
190 tons ‘of highly radioactive 
materials into the atmos- 
phere. Scientists estimate 
that the amount of radionu- 
cleides released into the envi- 
ronment is equal to the effect 
of twenty nuclear bombs. 
Approximately 5.5 million 
people, including more than a 
million children, continue to 
live in the contaminated 
zones. "At least 1,800 children 
and adolescents in the most 
severely. contaminated areas 
of Belarus have contracted 
cancer of the thyroid due to 
the reactor disaster. 

In addition to organizing the 
host families and coordinat- 
ing health care, the 
Chernobyl Children’s Project 
also sponsors day trips to 
Canobie Lake Park, a cruise 
on Boston Harbor, a visit to 
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and homes

the Franklin Park Zoo, 
movies, and other outings. 
Those opportunities are as 
much for cultural experience 
as a chance for the children 
to see friends from home and 
talk about their unique expe- 
riences in their native tongue. 

After settling in with host 
families, the first round of 
medical tests began to deter- 
mine the kinds of treatments 
each child needs, beginning 
with Saints Memorial 
Medical Center. The hospital 
closed off the oncology center 
and brought all the children 
and host families in for blood 
and urine tests, complete 
medical exams and eye 
exams as well as pizza, 
snacks, and even a magician 
to help take some of the stress 
out of the experience. 

Test results are sent to 
physicians at Children’s 
Hospital and any kids that 
need follow-up go to the 
Floating Hospital for 
Children. Every year the 
same doctors and nurses give 
of their time and expertise to 
help these children. Most of 
the kids will go home when 
scheduled after four weeks, 
but others sometimes need 
chemotherapy for cancer 
treatment, or physical and 
occupational therapy after 
being fitted with a prosthetic 


arm. 

Kathy and Tom Carbone of 
Wilmington have volunteered 
with the Chernobyl Children’s 
Project USA for six years, 
hosting two children every 
other year. The couple 
became involved after friends 
brought their host children to 
a Fourth of July cookout 
years ago and helped bring 
the program to their church, 
the United Methodist Church 
of Wilmington. Each family 
hosts two children from 
Russia or Belarus so that 
they can communicate with 
each other and minimize 
homesi 
This year hosting was a 
tough choice for the 
Carbones. Tom is currently 
out of work, which has

At her backyard birth- 
day bash last week, we sat at 
the picnic table drinking icy 
red wine laced with gingerale 
and admired her flowers 
while her daughters brought 
us big bowls of garlicy mus- 
sels and shrimp scampi. 
Both were garnished simply 
with lemon wedges, and 
served with crusty bread for 
soaking up juices. Later, we 
had grilled rib-eye steaks 
accompanied by foil packets 
of grilled vegetables, and 
Janice told us stories of her 
youth. 


Mussels with Garlic 
and White Wine

place. The battle between 
winter and summer, other- 
wise known’ as spring, is 
something to be endured, 
that’s all. 

Yet, the town of Winchester 
is strikingly picturesque in 
spring - and that image 
lingers well into summer. 
The town common is so New 
England - The First 
Congregational Church, with 
its tall white steeple, sits high 
up on a knoll looking out 
across the circle of thick 
green grass, trees and gar- 
dens lined with benches. The 
trees are unusual and varied, 
similar to what you would see 
at the Arnold Arboreta or the 
Boston Public Gardens. The 
scene is, serene and at the 
same time busy and alive, a 
combination of city and sub- 
urb with people walking all 
around, the commuter train 
overhead, lots of parking, 
lots of traffic, interrupted by 
beautiful landscaping, gor- 
geous flowering trees, hang- 
ing baskets, window boxes 
and the Aberjona River rac- 
ing right through the center 
of town. 

Although Winchester has a 
spring “personality” anytime 
of the year is a good time ta 
stroll the streets of down- 
town. You could easily spend 
hours shopping, eating and 
drinking. The center has all 
kinds of interesting shops 
and restaurants, and almost 
all are independent. Many of 
the buildings are historical 
and architecturally outstand- 
ing. Downtown is compact, 
all the streets crisscross at 
some point, making the 
whole area walkable. 

For morning coffee 
Nelson’s Bakery is a favorite 
spot for locals to gather and

Bright and sunny, 
with full windows across the 
front and side, no one is in a 
hurry, the atmosphere is 
relaxed and friendly. For a 
more European touch, La 
Patisserie, a gourmet,French 
bakery, is quiet and cozy. L- 
shaped with café style small 
tables and chairs, the ambi- 
ence is perfect for sitting 
alone reading with a good 
cup of coffee or meeting a 
friend for conversation. 
Spotless glass cases are filled 
with an array of mouth- 
watering bakery favorites, 
French bread and rolls, along 
with hand-made gourmet 
chocolates and elaborate spe- 
cial occasion cakes. A small 
blackboard at the far end 
lists the ingredients and 
breads you can choose for a 
made-to-order sandwich (the 
crusty baguettes are the 
best), also quiche and soup of 
the day. All the food is light, 
fresh and tasty. 

Winchester has several 
excellent dinner restaurants 
(some also serve lunch). The 
Catch, a small fashionable 
seafood restaurant is so pop- 
ular there are lines most 
nights. It Rains Fishes has 
great Thai food. For sophis- 
ticated Italian, Lucia’s is 
over the top in décor, style 
and menu, and China Sky, 
sleek and modern, has an 
extensive selection of 
Oriental cuisine. And then 
there’s Café Dolce, just out- 
side the downtown, right on 
Rt.38. Talk about a gem - 
probably not more than twen- 
ty seats, warm and intimate, 
beautifully decorated, a per- 
fect spot to share a cappucci- 
no or an authentic Italian 
breakfast, lunch or dinner. 
Positively ambrosia! 

You'll also find salons and 
boutiques, dress shops, a 


Melt the butter in a large 
frying pan over medium 
heat. Add the shrimp and 
garlic and cook just 2—3 min- 
utes, or until the shrimp turn 
pink. Remove the shrimp, 
turn the heat up to medium- 
high, and add the wine, salt 
and pepper, and red peppér 
flakes. When the sauce thick- 
ens a bit (after 2—3 minutes) 
add shrimp back in, and heat 
for one minute longer. Pour 
all into a big bowl or 8 indi- 
vidual serving dishes, gar- 
nish with parsley, and serve 
with lemon wedges.

- portraits of elite senior ath- 
letes, and Scattered - a cre- 
ation of abstract photos. 

But there’s more to 
Winchester. Settled in 1630, 
this classic New England 
town has a fascinating histo- 
ry. The town library, which 
is a marvelous old stone 
building, is worth visiting 
just to see the building and to 
yead more. The Middlesex 
Canal goes through 
Winchester, there are/wert 
stone quarries, the Middlesex 
Fells Reservation has foliage 
walks in the fall - I could go 
on and on. 

Just think, Winchester is 
almost next door but feels 
like an escape to some place 
advertised on some travel 
brochure. So save yourself 
some time and gas, pencil in 
Winchester on your list. 
You'll wonder why you 
haven’t stopped by more 
often. ,

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A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 


The Garden of Arthur 


WILMINGTON - The inter- 
section of Middlesex Avenue 
and Salem Street in North 
Wilmington is a busy place. 
But in a back yard at that 
corner, there once was a 
beautiful garden. 

The garden was created for 
Joe and Helen Hanrahan 
about 40 years ago. They 
bought a vacant lot and had a 
new home built. The previous 
house on the lot had burned 
nearly ten years earlier, and 
an elderly brother and sister, 
Paul and Jennie Emmons, 
both perished. 

It was a large wooded lot, 
but unlike many so described, 
this lot had an overgrowth of 
Chinese sumac and ironwood. 
Chinese sumac is the kind of 
tree that inspired the story, 
“A Tree Grows in Brooklyn.” 
It will grow anywhere. It is a 
weed. 


Ironwood is aptly named. It 
is as hard as iron and a 
scraggly looking tree. In 
Colonial times, ironwood was 
used for wheel making. Other 
than that, it isn’t much good, 
other than to dull an axe. 

There was a third plant in 
the area, also a weed. It was 
imported to Wilmington near- 
ly 100 years ago as a nursery 
plant. It is called western 
buckthorn. The Hanrahans

had plenty of western buck- 
thorn. 

When the house was almost 
finished, the Hanrahans 
faced the question of what to 
do with the scraggly looking 
back yard. Then, by happen- 
stance, they met Arthur 
Allgrove.

pine, called the Goya Matsu. 


Arthur Eames Allgrove was 
a horticulturist and outdoors- 
man, descended from old 
Wilmington stock. His ances- 
tors included Col. Joshua 
Harnden. 

Allgrove collected many 
unusual plants, which he sold 
from a small cabin in the 
woods on his mother’s farm 

on Woburn 
Street. He had 
informal con- 
%. tracts with 
farmers in vari- 
ous parts of 
northern New 
England. For a 
small annual 
fee, he would 
go on their land 
and collect 
unusual plant 
specimens. For 
many years, he 
made 
Christmas 
berry _ bowls, 
clear glass-cov- 
ered vases 
filled with red 
partridge 
berries, rat- 
tlesnake plan 
tain, pipsisse- 
was, _ lichens, 


sphagnum and - 


other mosses. 

Allgrove was 
the advertising 
manager of the 
Town Crier in 
the 1950's. That 
job put him in 
conflict with 
Sylvia Neilson, 
who had been 
his Latin 
teacher in high 
school. They 
were both 
strong-willed, 
independent 
individuals. 
Arthur got a straight D in 
Latin all through high school. 
His former teacher shook her 
head in disbelief when she 
was told that he did graduate. 

For Arthur was not of the 
common mold. 

His use of the English lan- 
guage was strictly Old 


Yankee. He wrote a catalog 
every year, one that would 
give the talented people of 
Madison Avenue the shakes 
and shivers, if they ever saw 
it. 

But the little old ladies of 
Pasadena, California and 
winter spots in Florida 
thought it was wonderful. 

The booklet was called, 
“The Eighth (or Ninth) 
Annual Register of Arthur 
Eames: Allgrove.” The 
address was given as North 
Wilmington, Maffts., 
although the first edition list- 
ed the address as Chelmsford. 

The cover would remind one 
of the Old Farmer’s Almanac, 
only with a larger page. The 
type is old-fashioned, set by 
T. J. Lyons, a Boston printer 
who collected old typefaces. 

The catalog had a slightly 
corny approach. Arthur 
would tell of walking with his 
dog, at some lake in the State 
of Maine, and how he found a 
wonderful specimen of some 
rare flower, herb or other 
plant. Then he would print a 
picture of the dog. In addition 
to the plants, he also sold 
reproductions of  weather- 
vanes, lanterns, eagles, 
sconces and si gifts. 

Those little old ladies 
respond by sending postpaid 
orders for the things he sold 
in that catalog. Allgrove was 
quite successful. One of his 
clients was tobacco heiress 
Doris Duke, who hired him to 
landscape her. estate in 
Newport, R.I. 

Allgrove also imported bon- 
sai from Japan, miniature 
trees. It took him two years to 
figure out the import regula- 
tions and complete the paper- 
work, but he caught the rise 
in popularity in the culture of 
bonsai. 

Allgrove was also a regular 
exhibitor in the Boston 
Flower Show and the sports- 
men’s’ show. One year, he 
built an exhibit with an elab- 
orate background. Once it 
was completed, though, he 
had to cut it apart to get it out 
of his garage. 


Joe Hanrahan was an 
accountant at D. F. Monroe 
Paper Co., which was located 
on Waltham Street in North 
Wilmington, in the building 
where the cable television 
studio is now located. 
Allgrove lived almost next 
door. 

The Hanrahans learned of 
Allgrove’s work and decided 
to have him landscape the 
back yard of their new home. 
Not only was Allgrove metic- 
ulous, but he was very slow 
and he had other work to do. 
After the project had dragged 
on for several months, the 
Hanrahans developed a strat- 


egy. 

They told Allgrove they 
were naming the garden for 
him. It would be the Garden 
of Arthur. And they would 
have a party there in his 
honor, on Sept. 22. This put * 
him under the gun to have the 
garden finished in time for 
the party. He did finish the 
project in time for the party, 
and everyone in attendance 
admired his work, for it was 
truly beautiful. 

After the party, Joe 
Hanrahan prepared a list of 
all the plants in the garden, 
and submitted it to the Town 
Crier. The list was published 
in its entirety, all 85 varieties. 
It was not until after the 
paper had been printed that 
someone noticed the last 
name on the list, which 
Hanrahan had included as a 
joke: Anheuser Bush. 

Two years later, the 
Hanrahans bought; by mail 
order, an English greenhouse 
kit, and they hired Allgrove to 
put -it together. He, his son 
Bruce and Dave Newhouse 
puzzled over the directions 
for hours, The greenhouse - 
was of a beautiful design, but < 
the plans were not written for = 
Americans. They eventually = 
managed to complete the pro- = 
ject. 

The Garden of Arthur no = 
longer exists. Long ago, the = 
property was sold and subdi- 
vided. =

One league, four coaches and 85 seasons

It was Sunday afternoon with 


snack shack. It’s a place they 
have all grown-so familiar 
with. They have- spent hours 
and hours at the snack shack 
and especially on the field. You 
can only imagine how many 
pieces of gum they have gone 
through, or how many times 
they hit groundballs to the 
infielders and fly balls to the 
outfielders, or how many times 
they said ‘keep you glove 
down’ or ‘keep your head in 
there’ to all the different 10-13 
years olds they have coached. 
You can only imagine how 
many times, depending on 
which way they were coming, 
the lefts and the rights they 
took into Aidelade Street to 
park their cars and spend 
another day at their home 
away ftom home known as 
Rotary Park. = 

Between Bob Gage (30), 
Brian Kane (23), Tom Sheehan 
(23) and Tom Southmayd (22), 
the four of them have com- 
bined for 98 seasons of coach- 
ing Wilmington Little League, 
and have been coaching 
against one another since 1990. 

Gage started in 1980, and 
three years later he took over 
for Bill Savosik as the second 


manager of the Major League 
White team in the history 
of the league. 


Four years later, in 1987, 
Gage’s nephew, Brian Kane, 
was 16 years old and was asked 
by his neighbor Bob Corby to 
assistant him as a coach on 
the Major League Orioles. 
Kane and three years 
later when Corby left, Kane 
took over as manager at the 
age of 19 and the now 38-year- 
old just took his team to the 
league championship game, 
losing to Southmayd’s Red Sox. 

«+ The same year Kane took 
over the Orioles, Tom Sheehan 
took over the Twins. He first 
got involved in coaching in the 
T-Ball, Farm and Minor 
League levels working his way 
up with his son Kevin. Once 
Kevin left the Major League 
level, his father stayed and 
several weeks ago his 20th dif- 
ferent Twins team finished 
with a 7-7 record. 

Back in 1988 when Kane was 
just 17, the fourth manager at 
the time, Southmayd was 
coaching in his second year in 
youth softball. He began as his 
oldest daughter Laurie was a 
member of the Under 12 
Softball team. That youth soft- 
ball team won a state champi- 
onship, and five and six years 
later in 1993 and 1994, Laurie 
Southmayd’ and many of those 
teammates enjoyed winning 
back-to-back Division 2 state 
championship as members of 
the WHS Softball team. 

As his daughters got older, 
Tom switched from coaching 
softball to baseball and 
became the head coach of the 
Red Sox in 1992, where he 
coached his son Tommy, then a 
10-year-old, who five years 
later was a part of the WHS 
varsity baseball team which 
reached the Division 3 Eastern 
Mass Final, coming two wins 
away from winning a state 
title. 

Between the four coaches, 
they have seen kids like Jason 
Bere and Mike Alonardo go 
through little league and 
advance to the professional 
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Sheehan (20 years as manager 
of the Twins and the 17 years 
for Southmayd with the Red 
Sox, the four of them have a 
combined 87 seasons at the 
Major League level, and anoth- 
er 13 in other levels, giving 98 
combined seasons of volun- 
teering their time to so many 
kids in this town. 

“No (Inever thought about 
the 98 combined seasons), but 
that is incredible,” said 
Sheehan. “It’s remarkable that 
people give that much time, 
and it is a lot of time in a quick 
three month span. My wife will 
say ‘when are you going to be 
home or when are we going to 
eat’ and you have those kids 
for four days a week for a cou- 
ple of hours and it’s like they 
are all your own kids.” 

Besides coaching, all of them 
have spent their share of time 
as members of the Board of 
Directors, or as Equipment 
Managers and so forth. The 
four of fhem with the other 
Major League Managers gath- 
er together for the registration 
dates, the tryouts, the draft, 
the three-month season from 
late April to late June, an then 
the all-star team. They have 
all been coaches of the all-star 
teams oyer the years, all hav- 
ing a turn at success. Sheehan 
remembers his team from sev- 
eral years ago winning the 
District Title behind current 
WHS infielder Vinny Scifo, 
only to lose in the Bi-Districts 
over in Tewksbury. 

This past Sunday night the 
Major League “All-Star team 
won its opener against Woburn 
under the direction of 
Southmayd. 

But if you ask all of them, 
sure the wins and the trophies 
are nice, but it’s not about how 
many championships, and it’s 
not about how many all-star 
teams you coach. It’s much 
more than that. 

“What I hope for is that the 
kids learn the game,” said 
Southmayd. “I’ve probably 
have had the most fun with the 
teams that haven’t been as 
good because you get to see the 
improvement of the kids and 
the team from the start of the 
season until the end and that’s 
gratifying. And when you get 
them back for that second sea- 
son, they are a completely dif- 
ferent player.” 

‘The four of them have been 
good friends over the years. 
Gage and Kane are related as 
uncle and nephew which 
makes the family functions a 
little entertaining, but the four 
coaches are close on and off 
the field, always helping one 
another as coaches but more

itiveness. It’s,fun the guys like 
Bob, Tom and Brian make it 
fun, and they have all been 
good to go up against and we 
all root for each other. It’s not 
like you hope other guys and 
teams lose. I’ve been with Bob 
a lot more with ordering the 
equipment every year until 
this year I gave that up. But he 
knows my coaching philoso- 
phies of always trying to steal, 
and we go back and forth. I try 
to create runs, Tommy loves to 
bunt, Brian is more of a sta- 
tion to station guy, but it all 
comes down to pitching and 
es ” 

Southmayd knows a lot about 
pitching and catching. He was 

a pitcher, his second daughter 
Lisa and his son Tommy were 
catchers, and like any good 
baseball or softball coach, he 
or she knows success always 
starts with a strong battery, 
especially at the ages of 10 
through 13. 

“The main thing is I just 
want to teach the kids to play 
the game the right way and I 
think I’m pretty good at that,” 
said Southmayd. “But I’m 
tough. (Gage, Kane and 
Sheehan) are much easier 
going than me as a coach. I 
like to drill the kids in practice 
with repetition. I always tell 
the kids that I don’t care if 
they make a mistake or an 
error, as long as they are in the 
right position to make that 
error. I like coaching the fun- 
damentals of good pitching 
and defense, and yeah I do like 
to bunt a lot. The enjoyment I 
get, is I get much more out of 
this than I give - coaching is 
very gratifying,” 

And for Southmayd, as well 
as the other three, it’s also 
very gratifying to go up 
against each other at least two 
times a year, with most cases 
four to six depending on the 
playoffs. The last two years the 
Red Sox and Orioles have had 
plenty of competitive battles. 
“It’s almost like you get 
geared up a little bit more 
whenever you play any of their 
teams,” said Kane. “You 
almost know all the ins-and- 
outs of how they are going to 
coach their teams. When you 
think about it, I’ve coached for 
(23) years, and you face each 
other twice and then the play- 
offs, so that’s a lot of games so 
you get to know their tenden- 
cies, and the sort of kids they 
like to draft.” 

Added Seuthmayd: “We want 
to beat each other, and the 
competitive aspect is great but 
Irespect these guys a lot. If 
these (three guys) hadn't 
stayed all of these years, I real- 
ly don’t think I would have 
come back ahd I really mean 
that.” 

All four of them continue to 
come back year after year. 
Although there’s been talk that 


perhaps this is the final year 
for this one or that one, they 
all said on Sunday, they will be 
back for 2010. 

#Yeah probably I’m coming 
back,” said Gage. “I tend to 
think about it at the end of the 
season and I have a good 
group of kids coming back, 
and plus I want to knock the 
Red Sox off their high horse.” 

Gage said that with a big 
grin on his face. And if you 
know Bob Gage you know that 
he likes to have a great time 
with people, especially kids 
with jokes or funny remarks. 
He is extremely organized, 
extremely pleasant and light 
hearted, and extremely knowl- 
edgeable when it comes to the 
game of baseball. Whenever 
anyone thinks of Wilmington 
Little League, immediately 
they think about Gage, who is 
the face of the league. He was 
asked how he got involved with 
coaching, dating back to 
before 1980 when his son John 
played for the Seals of the 
Farm League Division. 

“My son was playing and the 
coaching he was getting was 
terrible‘so I said to myself well 
I can coach better than that,” 
said Gage. “John was with the 
Seals for two years, and then 
he went to the Braves in the 
Minor Leagues for a year and 
then the White Sox. That's 
when I came to the White Sox.” 

In the history of the Major 
League Division, only two peo- 
ple have ever coached the 
White Sox, the first Bill 
Savosik and the second Gage. 

And from when he started in 
1983 to today, Gage admitted 
that the game of baseball has 
changed quite a bit. 

“I don’t want to slight any 
kids or previous teams, but I 
think the first team I had (is 
my top memory) because back 
thén you didn’t have the dis- 
tractions that you have now,” 
he said. “Today kids leave to 
go play soccer, lacrosse, hock- 
ey or they go to dance class or 
whatever. Back then baseball 
was it for them. They were alot 
more baseball smart, and they 
were easier to coach. Now you 
have parents who may see a 
kid doing something wrong 
and they will tell the kid well 
this is how you will do it, forget 
telling them how the coach will 
tell them. Back then a kid 
would show up just with his 
glove. Today a kid has two bat 
bags, filled with gatorades, 
water and seeds all for his two 
hours ef baseball.” 

But even with the distrac- 
tions and all of the surpluses 
kids have today, Gage said 
there's nothing like standing at 
home plate of Rotary Park for 
a normal practice, and hitting 

and instructing

get kids who want to play, who 
want to be here, who are here 
and who want to learn,” he 
said. “At this level where the 
majority of the kids are 11 and 
12, the kids want to play and 
want to learn and want to win. 
Working with the kids is the 
best part, and the competition. 
Seeing the kids improve is 
great. And this year Nick 
Boutoures had a really nice 
year with the high school team 
and I had him and the Mclsaac 
brothers last year at 
Shawsheen Tech, so you think 
that you had a little part of 
that. I’ve met so many great 
people, and I've had so many 
great coaches help me. I had a 
couple of guys stay seven or 
eight years with me, so I don’t 
want to leave anyone out, but 
you always remember those 
guys who helped you.” 

Gage has certainly gone 
through his share of hardship 
over his tenure as a Major 
League Manager with the 
deaths of his son and his wife 
over the years. But he said that 
once he gets on that field, with 
his cap and his chewing gum, 
he can overcome those hard- 
ships with a few smiles from 
an 11-year-old kid who made a 
diving catch, or smacked a 
double or had a laugh with his 
teammate in the dugout. 

“Coaching baseball is a great 
release,” said Gage. “The best 
part is this is for two hours a 
day where you don’t have to 
worry about work or family, 
and it’s a release, it’s a hobby 
and people do different things 
as hobbies and one of mine is 
coaching baseball.” 

Gage has coached so many 
different kids. He was asked 
about his best players, and 
saying he didn’t want to short 
anyone, he added that Steve 
Hanifin dating back to ‘83 and 
more recently Mike Kelley 
stood out. Gage has also gone 
through eight different league 
presidents during his tenure, 
whereas Kane, Sheehan and 
Southmayd have gone through 
six each. Many things have 
changed over the years, includ- 
ing improvements to the field, 
age limits, as well as three 
other former longtime man- 
agers, Bill Wallace (Yankees), 
Joby Szymanski (Tigers) and 
Bill Harrison (Indians) leaving 
for new blood. But the kids 
haven’t changed. Sure the 
faces have, but year-to-year, 
team-to-team, it remains most- 
ly the same. 

“I enjoy it.so much,” said 
Southmayd. “It’s a short sea- 
son but.I really like working 
with the kids. And baseball is a 

I like. Here, every kid 
gets to play and people can 
appreciate that. There’s no 
favoritism or anything like 
that. Plus it keeps me in touch 
with the community and all of 
the younger kids. And the kids 


are great - you get them before 
they reach the teenage years, 
and it’s an age of innocence 
really. It’s a lot of fun and I 
really get a kick out of it as 
much as the kids do.” 

Southmayd, Sheehan and 
Gage have all coached their 
sons. Kane hasn’t. He started 
as an assistant coach in 1987 
and worked his way to become 
a manager at the age of 19. 
Now 19 years later, he’s mar- 
ried with two children. Right 
now he’s pinned in the corner 
of not knowing what to do, 
whether or not he’s going to 
remain for many years to 
come as the Orioles Manager. 

“I’ve had a lot of fun,” he 
said. “I have a very supportive 
wife. Michelle has never com- 
plained once about me coach- 
ing and now it’s harder 
because my son Hayden is six 
and my daughter Julia is four 
because they are starting to 
play sports. But they like com- 
ing down to the field. That’s 
the hard part. If I left today, I 
could come back. If those 
three left, they wouldn’t be 
back, I hope they all coach for 
another 20 or 30 years, but I 
think if I left, I could come 
back (because of my kids). 

“I enjoy it and I think if 
there’s a time when I say it’s 
not fun anymore, then I'll get 
out. That hasn’t come yet. I’ve 
met so many great kids and 
great families, and I've had so 
much fun and have so many 
great memories.” 

Dating back to 1989, the four 
teams, Red Sox, White Sox, 
Orioles and Twins, hold the 
best records in the league, with 
21 wins separating the top 
team, Red Sox, to the fourth 
team, the Orioles. 

“With these guys we have had 
some good battles,” said Gage. 
“You know each other's ten- 
dencies. And the way the draft 
works, you're going to be up at 
the top for a while and you're 
going to be on the bottom for a 
while and go back up again.” 

Currently Southmayd has the 
chore of being on top, as his 
team won the Major League 
Championship just recently. 
But to him sure that’s special, 
and it’s a memory he'll always 
cherish, but he has one more 
chore he would like to accom- 
plish before he leaves as coach 
of the Major League Red Sox 
for good. 

“I'm getting to the point 
where I’m going to have my 
eighth grandchild, and my old- 
est, the twins: are six, and I 
would like to be able to coach 
them,” he said. “I have no 
plans on leaving - I'd like to 
see the grandchildren come 
through the program so maybe 
another five years so I can 
coach them. I don’t know how 
my daughter (Laurie) would 
feel about that because I was 
tough on my kids, but I would- 
n't be tough on the grandkids. 
So I look forward to coaching 
them.” 

And perhaps then, maybe 
outsiders or just regular 
ballplayers and.parents of 
ballplayers in the league will 
realize how much time and 
effortthe four longtime coach- 
es have put in over the last 20- 
plus years. 

“I don’t think the average 
parent has any idea how long 
any of us has been here,” said 
Kane. “I don’t think there's a 
lot of parents now who know 
that I’ve been coaching the 
Orioles since I was 16 and now 
I'm 38. If I tell them that they 
are like ‘huh, what, no way’. I 
think it’s impressive (that we 
have been here for so long) 
and I think it’s a good thing 
the way the draft works and 
how the league works. They all 
make it a lot of fun and I 
respect them a lot.” 

And certainly while the four 
of them respect each other as 
coaches and friends, many 
people today respect Kane; 
Gage, Southmayd and Sheehan 
so much more than they real- 
ize for making such special 
summers for so many 10, 11 
and 12 years old boys.

If there’s any movie 
genre that would seem 
nearly impossible to 
renivent, it could be the 


gangster film - men in hats,, 


bank robberies, and guns 
firing off everywhere. 

"Public Enemies" knows 
the territory well, and yet 
director Michael Mann has 
taken it and created some- 
thing exciting and new out 
of it. "Enemies" is thrilling, 
at times shocking in its vio- 
lence, but it's also unexpect- 
edly intimate, allowing 
some rare glimpses into the 
personal lives of these his- 
torical bad boys. 

Johnny Depp brings all 
his charisma to bear in 
playing bank robber John 
Dillinger. He's the epitome 
of cool, able to walk in and 
out of a bank, a prison, even 
the Chicago Police 
Department's own special 
squad investigating him 
without breaking a sweat. 
In the opening scene, 
Dillinger is marched into a 
fortress-like . Midwestern 
prison so he can break out a 
few of his confederates and 
walk right back out again. 

At the start, it seems like

knocked over easily, get- 
aways are clean, and there's 
safe houses everywhere 
willing to harbor a charm- 
ing fugitive from the law. As 
the opening titles put it, the 
Great Depression was a 
"golden age of bank rob- 
bery," since a disillusioned 
America had lost faith with 
its banks and with its gov- 
ernment, an outlaw. like 
Dillinger became a natural 
folk hero.

Who was Harry Agganis? In brief, thanks to a biography 
written by sportswriter ..., Agganis was a tremendous athlete 
that went from Lynn Classical to Boston University, and 
became a .300-hitting first baseman for the Boston Red Sox 
before he died June 27, 1955, of a massive blood clot. 

Playing football for the Boston University Terriers, he led 
them to six straight victories (including triumphs over power- 
houses Syracuse, 33-21, and West Virginia, 52-20) before losing 
14-13 at Fenway Park to Maryland. 

He set three major BU records that varsity season: most 
touchdown passes in a game (4) most TD passes in a season 
(15) and punting average (46.5). 

The Agganis Foundation was started by the Boston Red Sox, 
(Lynn) Daily Item newspaper and Harold 0. Zimman, who was 
a mentor of Agganis. Elmo Benedetto, then the athletic direc- 
tor for the Lynn Public Schools, came on board shortly there- 
after and the first Agganis All-Star Football Classic was played 
in 1956. 

Since its inception, the Agganis Foundation has awarded 
$1,187,525 to 780 student-athletes from throughout Eastern 
Massachusetts, Each year, 15 new four-year, $4,000 scholarships 
are presented. Thanks to the generosity of the Yawkey 
Foundation, there are four scholarships earmarked to students 
in Boston schools each year. 

The Agganis All-Star Classics, a series of high school all-star 
games in softball, baseball, men's and women's soccer, men's 
and women's basketball and football are played annually.

Want to pay more 
for bottled water? 


Beacon Hill wants deposits on more bottles 


By JAYNE W. MILLER 

WILMINGTON - Selectmen 
continued discussion Monday 
night about a Beacon Hill 
attempt to update the Bottle 
Bill. While most 
support for the legislation, 
which would levy deposits on 
many more types of bottles, 
such as water, tea and juice, 
Chairman Mike Newhouse 
withheld a vote specifically 
supporting the legislation 
until hearing more froni the 
legislative delegation. 

The new bill, House 3515, 
will charge deposits on all 
beverages in liquid form 
excepting milk and those 
derived from dairy products, 
infant formula, and FDA- 
approved medicines: So a 24- 
pack of water bottles or 
sports drinks will increase in 
price by $1.20. Likewise, pre- 
sumably, for juice-pouches 
kids take to school but rarely 
bring home to recycle. 
Containers charged deposits 
inelude any sealable bottle, 
can, jar, or carton primarily 
composed of glass, metal, 
plastic or combination there- 
of. It does not include con- 
tainers made of paper-based 
biodegradables and aseptic 
packaging. Further, the bill 
establishes a “Clean 
Environment Fund” to pro- 
grams and projects associat- 
ed with, recycling, compost- 
ing, and solid waste reduc- 
tion.

support this legislation,” said 
Selectman Mike Champoux, 
adding he could not find a 
compelling argument and cit- 
ing that only 20 percent of 
non-deposit bottles are recy- 
cled. Increased recycling 
would reduce municipal solid 
waste and “seems on its face 
to be a no-brainer,” finished 
Champoux. 

Newhouse said he had the 
same gut reaction, but was 
curious that none of the local 
legislators had joined the 50 
co-sponsors of the bill and 
speculated that they might be 
aware of more of the impacts 
than the municipalities. 

“Is there an impact on small 
business that’s not being 
advertised?” asked 
Newhouse. “I’m inclined to let 
our legislative delegation 
handle it and bring any oppo- 
sition to our attention.”

One woman's odyssey through the criminal justice system 


WILMINGTON - She found 
out about the indictment 
against her while driving on 
the highway, coming home 
after volunteering at a chari- 
ty golf tournament. It was her 
secretary calling her cell 
phone, telling her to pull off 
the road. Her friends had 
been calling the office all day 
about an article in the Boston 
Globe that said she was 
indicted by a grand jury. 

Thus began a descent into 
legal hell, resulting in the 
ruination of one woman's suc- 
cessful career, reputation, 
livelihood, and nearly robbing 
her of her home. In the end 


she was found not guilty én 
all charges. 

The Crier met with Wayman 
in her Wilmington home to 
talk about this case and how 
the experience changed her 
life. During the conversations 
there were tears, but more 
laughter, and _ ultimately 
Wayman credits her family, 
friends and her attorney who 
stuck with her for helping her 
through a tremendously try- 
ing time. 

The ordeal left Wayman 
feeling at once blessed by the 
strong support she received 
from her network and deeply 
cynical about the nature of 
America’s criminal justice 


system. Google her name and 
you'll find that Boston Globe 
article notifying the world of 
her indictment, but nary a 
word out of 1.8-million results 
saying she was found not 
guilty. 

“In this country its definite- 
ly not ‘innocent until proven 
guilty” Wayman explained to 
the Crier. “Anybody can 
accuse you of anything and 
it’s not up to them to prove 
you guilty, its up to you to 
prove your innocence.” 

This story is not about the 
minutiae of the case, which is 
still going through civil pro- 
ceedings, but rather this 
woman’s experience of living

Rates are rising at the 
MWRA in part because the 
authority lost $20 million in 
state revenue. Debt service 
remains the largest portion of 
the budget, representing 58.2 
percent of the MWRA total 
budget. Ratepayers in mem- 
ber towns must make up the 
difference, even though the 
budget is a 5 percent reduc- 
tion over the adopted FY09 
budget and is level with the 
FY09 Amended budget.

‘Town manager Michael Caira 
told Selectmen. 

For Wilmington, the MWRA 
sewer assessment is rising 
from $1.77 million for FY09 to

the largest increase of sewer 
only customers in the MWRA. 

However, Caira said 
Wilmington ratepayers will 
not see an increase in sewer

On June 16, the School 
Committee voted to layoff all 
the teachers and to hire them 
back with salaries reduced by 
10%, The teachers have until 
July 24 to decide whether to be 
re-hired with the pay cut.

Association (TTA) 
Representative, “To my knowl- 
edge few if any of them 
(teachers) have responded 
thus far.” 

It now appears the School 
Committee is willing to agree 
to a 5% pay cut rather than a 
10% pay cut for union employ- 
ees as well. School O'Neil, 
said, 

“We have had two meetings 
(with the TTA), the first one 
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to us that they wanted some 
time to study the budget 
analysis and perhaps there 
may be more funds that come 
to us through some other 
channels, and we were not 
adverse to giving them that 
time to do that inquiry.” 
When asked if the 5% reduc- 
tion would be in place for the 
2009-2010 school year, O'Neil 
said, “If it is a 5% reduction 
then it is going to 5% over the 
full year, We need to achieve’ 
that reduction over the full 
year. But, if somebody came 
to us and proposed an acceler- 
ated reduction, let’s say they 
said, ‘Nah, how about we keep 
it at .9 and reduce the time 
and salary by 10%, so we will 
get put back on full time sta- 
tus by the mid year’ That is 
certainly an option we would 
entertain.” 

O'Neil stressed the fact that

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TEWKSBURY - Two weeks 
into the temporary closure of 
the South Fire Station the 
Board of Selectmen and the 
‘Tewksbury Fire Fighters 
Local 1647, International 
Association of Fire Fighters, 
revealed the agreed upon 
$100,000 in contract conces- 
sions that will allow the South 
Fire Station to close for only 
two months, instead of five 
months. 

First, each member will 
give up $300 of his or her 
clothing allowance to fiscal 
year FY2010 for a total of 
$15,000. 

Second, each member that 
is eligible for a Free Day in 
FY2010 agrees that they will 
not take it and, as stipulated 
in the C.B.A., it will go toward 
their accumulated sick time 
for a total of $22,000, A Free 
Day is an attendance incen- 
tive given once per year to 
any member who does not 
call in sick during a six- 
month period. 

Third, each member that is 
eligible for a Reward Day dur- 
ing F'Y2010 agrees that they 
will not take any time off for 
money during that fiscal year 
for a total savings of $63,500. 
Each member receives up to 
four personal days each year 
if no sick time is taken. 

In a reaffirmation of Article 
23, the Town agrees that if 
any unforeseen fiscal short- 
falls should occur during 
FY2010 that it will result in 
closing a sub station pursuant 
to Article 23 of the C.BA. 
Town Manager David 
Cressman said this is stan- 
dard contract language 
already in place that states, 
for safety reasons, this would 
be the first action taken by 
the chief of the department. 

The Board of Selectmen 
approved this memorandum 
of agreement with a vote of 3 
to 1 with Doug Sears 
and Scott Wilson unavailable 
for the meeting. 

Fire Chief Richard Mackey 
explained, “Our goa] is to 
close the station for the short- 
est amount of time.” Mackey 
said that he, the Deputy Chief 
and the four Captains all 
agree to this plan and that, 
“four of us live in South 


‘Tewksbury. 

Mackey said the question 
that comes up again and 
again is “Why the South 
Station?” and his answer is 
simple. The railroad tracks 
isolate northern parts of 
Tewksbury from the rest of 
the town when trains come 
through. “It’s a vulnerability 
issue,” said Mackey who 
noted that the delay in emer- 
gency services to North 
Tewksbury while a train is 


crossing the area could be 
devastating in an emergency 
situation. 

Summer is the season with 
the most overtime, so Mackey 
explained that it makes fiscal 
sense to close the station then 
se~that if three people are 
absent they do not have to pay 
overtime to replace those 
three people. 

Mackey also explained that 
it makes more sense to have 
an engine at the South Station 
instead of an ambulance for 
several reasons. First, there 
are significant advantages to 
having an ambulance central- 
ly located in the town. 
Second, an ambulance call 
time could be 45 to 75 minutes 
because it often includes a 
trip to a hospital whereas the 
emergency personnel on an 
engine stabilize a patient and 
then return to the station 
when medical personnel 
arrive and would therefore be 
ready sooner for the next 
emergency that may arise. An 
engine can handle fire, emer- 
gency medical and accident 
scenes and Mackey believes it 
would be the best thing for the 
South Fire Station. 

The Board of Selectmen 
approved the memorandum of 
agreement, but not everyone 
was happy about the negotiat- 
editems. “Who has a clothing 
allowance,” asked Sears. 
“What other company in the 
world has a _ clothing 
allowance? Free Day? 
Reward Day?” exclaimed 
Sears. “This is what is stay- 
ing in the way of your getting 
a fire truck or ambulance 
down there.” 

Selectman Ann Marie 
Stronach, on the other hand, 
placed the blame’ on herself 
and the community saying, 
“We as a community cut 
$300,000 out of the fire 
Department budget.” She 
said the community did not 
want to raise revenues or 
fees, so now they must decide 
on service reductions. 

“Shame on us, shame on me 
for not finding this out: soon- 
er,” Stronach said, referring 
to the fact that they planned a 

and found out later 
that it would not be enough to 
maintain three stations for 
the entire year. 

In concluding the discussion 
Chairman Todd Johnson 
explained that at the end of 
the day what it boils down to 
is a pattern of following the 
advice of professionals. “It 
would be irresponsible of me 
to contradict their recommen- 
dations,” said Johnson, 
though in the end he added, 
“We have to, as a community, 
change the way we do busi- 
ness.”

Greater efforts needed in the recycling of paper, cardboard, metals and electronics 


The Massachusetts 
Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(MassDEP) issued 78 notices 
of non-compliance this month 
after a statewide inspection 
sweep found widespread vio- 
lations involving the improp- 
er disposal of significant 
amounts of recyclable and 


The list of violators, includ- 
ing three Wilmington busi 
nesses, covers a wide spec- 
trum of public and private 
institutions, the food and 
retail sectors, as well as edu- 
cational and medical facili- 
ties. 

“It’s time for all of us to step 
up and play a bigger role in 


tion and improve our econom- 
ic competitiveness,” said 


MassDEP —_— Commissioner 
Laurie Burt. “Today's 
enforcement actions are a 
wake-up call, reminding 
waste generators and _busi- 
nesses of their obligations. 
MassDEP stands ready to 
help them achieve a more 
successful recycling pro- 


gram.

While Massachusetts recy- 
cles 44 percent of the waste 
generated here, that rate has 
declined slightly during the 
past few years and is well 
short of the Commonwealth’s 
goal of achieving a 56 percent 
recycling rate by 2010. 
Millions of tons of recyclable 
commodities continue to be 
disposed of in Massachusetts 
each year, demonstrating the 
need for more state oversight 
of the waste bans.

Donna Wayman was a suc- 
cessful real estate agent for 
thirty-three years. She pur- 
chased her first real estate 
franchise in 1985 when she 
was 25. She later purchased a 
national real estate franchise, 
but after five years scaled 
back from the national chain 
preferring personal service to 
expansion and the manage- 
ment of a large staff. 

Seven years ago Wayman’s 
septuagenarian parents came 
to live with her. Having a con- 
tractor’s license, she built a 
family suite onto her home. 
Friends of hers commented 
én the quality and design of 
the suite and engaged her to 
renovate and add space onto 
their home. 

What started out as a busi- 
ness proposition between 
friends ended badly in the fall 
of 2005, with an unfinished 
house, unhappy homeowners, 
and Wayman 
Wayman began a process of 
working out the issues with 
the homeowners, including 
arbitration, beginning in the 
fall of 2005. The homeowners 
succeeded in having her 
remodeler's license suspend- 
ed and later sued her under 
consumer protection laws. 
Then, in May 2007, while she 
was in Bermuda for a Rotary 
conference, a hearing was 
held in her absence putting a 
$400,000 attachment on her 
home. 

That attachment meant that 
if she sold her home the pro- 
ceeds would be held by the 
court. Further, she could not 
refinance her mortgage or 
get her hands on her equity, a 
source of cash entirely shut 
off to her during the uphill 
legal climb she faced. 

A dedicated member of 
Rotary International, 
Wayman was elected District 
Governor in 2006 and it was a 
2007 Rotary golf tournament 
in New Hampshire she was 
leaving when she first 
learned of her’ iridictment. 
The call from her secretary 
prompted her to get off the 
highway and pull into a gro- 
cery store parking lot. 

“I felt numb at first, felt like 
I was hearing the story about 
another person.” 

Wayman went to a friend’s 
house, too upset to drive 


home. At first she did not 
know if police would be wait- 
ing for her when she went 


unpaid. . 


home with an arrest warrant. 
Her questions were answered 
weeks later when she finally 
received the notice in the 
mail and given an arraign- 
ment date in November. She 
was indicted on two charges, 
abandoning the property and 
failure to pay a subcontractor. 

“I was like, is this how 
everybody finds out they were 
indicted? By reading it in a 
newspaper?” she asked 
incredulously. 

After the indictment 
appeared in the newspapers 
in September 2007 her phone 
became very quiet as busi- 
ness dried up. She contacted 
her real estate clients and all 
but two decided to find new 
agents. Her parents would go 
to the grocery store and see 
the finger pointing and whis- 
pers, about their daughter. 
Yet, she was overwhelmed by 
calls from friends offering to 
be character witnesses. 

“Your whole life changes,” 
Wayman says, tapping her 
water glass. Without her busi- 
ness income and,no way to 
tap into the equity in her 
home, Wayman was largely 
left without a way to support 
herself. 

The arraignment became an 
even more humbling moment. 
Though she was summoned to 
the arraignment through the 
mail, Wayman faced a judge 
along with others who were 
brought into court in shackles 
and handcuffs. She pleaded 
not guilty and was released 
on her own recognizance 
though she had to endure pre- 
trial probation, surrender her 
passport, and not leave the 
state. 

“At that point you know who 
your friends are: who pulls 
away and who comes over to 
sit with you,” said Wayman, 
who credits her strong faith 
and friends with pulling her 
through. 

One friend in particular that 
stood by her was her attor- 
ney, Frank Ingram, someone 
she had known originally 
through Rotary. Ingram took 
up her cause and guided her 
through the courts, without 
regard to her financial 
straits. 

“He went over and above 
and I will be appreciative of 
that for the rest of my life. I 
could never have done this 
without him.” 

With no income and no way 
to access the equity in her 
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Not Guilty 


home, a good friend offered 
her a temporary job at a 
retail store, but in New 
Hampshire. Wayman had dif- 
ficulties * getting permission 
from her probation officer 
and ended up having to go to 
court in order to work at a job 
that put food on the table and 
gas in her car. A -job she is 
grateful to have and which 
gave her much time off dur- 
ing the busy holiday season to 
go to court for her trial. In a 
land where freedom is too 
often taken for granted, 
Wayman had to carry a trav- 
el permit in order to work and 
fax her work hours to her pro- 
bation officer every week. 

During this period her home 
went into foreclosure twice. 
Her gas was shut off for six 
weeks. She cut back her gro- 
cery and clothing budgets 
sharply. Wayman was hum- 
bled by the generosity of 
friends and family that found 
out and helped her. 

“Its amazing the things you 
realize you can live without. 
Pride gets in the way of a lot 
of things, but it doesn’t weak- 
en you to need help.” 

July 2008 Wayman was 
declared indigent by the 
courts, a deflating moment 
throughout the ordeal for this 
self-sufficient, successful 
woman who spent consider- 
able time reaching out to help 
those less fortunate than her- 
self. Yet, through that decla- 
ration she could receive a 
court construction consultant 
and a private detective to aid 
her case. 

“That was a hard day for 
me,” Wayman said simply, 
not elaborating. 

She has looked for work 
since the trial ended and 
tried to get her real estate 
business back, to little avail. 
Potential employers and 
clients see the same Google 
search results. 

Many people do not know 
that defendants are not 
allowed to argue against the 
accusations before the grand 
jury decides to issue an 
indictment. Grand juries 
examine evidence and typi- 
cally work in secret without 
judges, defendants, or crimi- 
nal defense attorneys pre- 
sent. Once a grand jury 
returns an indictment, law 
enforcement can apprehend 
the suspect and begin the 
criminal justice process. Too 
often people misunderstand 


indictments as the outcome of 
the process, rather than a 
beginning. Wayman used to 
as well. 

Soon the settlement offers 
from the district attorney 
came in, bringing with them 
less risk for Wayman along 
with an admission of guilt 
and in exchange for her testi- 
fying against a former busi- 
ness partner. She rejected 
every offer, even though the 
District Attorney kept delay- 
ing the trial while seeking a 
settlement. 

“I said, I’m not settling 
because if I settle people will 
think I did it,” said Wayman, 
explaining why she insisted 
on going forward. 

She waived her right to a 
jury trial, opting instead to 
have a judge decide her case. 
The trial began December 19, 
the Friday before Christmas. 
Wayman brought her support. 

“I have a group of super spe- 
cial friends,” who sat with 
her parents. The trial lasted 
from 9:00 a.m. - 1:00 p.m. 
daily, though it didn’t meet 
everyday. Finally, on 
Christmas Eve, Wayman was 
found not guilty of the first 
charge of abandoning a prop- 
erty. On December 30, 
Wayman went back before the 
judge to hear his ruling on 
the second charge, failure to 
pay a subcontractor. 

“I won't forget the feeling of 
standing there, wondering 
what's going to happen to my 
life now that it’s in someone 
else’s hands,” remembers 
Wayman. “But I knew I told 
the truth and I felt good about 
it.” 

The second not guilty ver- 
dict brought tears to her eyes 
and those of her supporters in 
the courtroom that day. 

“I'm very blessed. I went 
through a nightmare. I am 
blessed- with the friends and 
people I have in my life, who 
went over and above to help 
me,” said Wayman. 

“I find myself looking at 
things differently now. Before 
I didn’t realize I was as judg- 
mental; I believed the news. 
With me, it was guilty until 
proven innocent,” said 
Wayman. “We get told that we 
have the best legal system in 
the world so therefore we 
believe when someone gets 
indicted that they did it.” 

Wayman has had people talk 
to her since the trial ended in 
December who know it was 
over but believed she was 
found guilty. Her experience 
speaks to the power of the 
news media and those who 
want to use it to destroy a 
person's life. 

Going forward Wayman still 
has civil proceedings to 
attend to, but is relieved that 
she was cleared of the crimi- 
nal charges. 

“I'm trying to build my life 
back up and trying to get on 
with my life; and maybe it’s 
not in real estate, but that’s 
my focus right now as a 33 
year professional,” said 
Wayman. “I am trying to pick 
up the pieces, finalize the 
other stuff, and go forward. 
I'm stronger. Going through

that he is “adamantly 
opposed” to the 


expanding 

scope of the bottle bill. Miceli 
referenced the initial need 
for the bill, saying, “There 
was litter everywhere; bro- 
ken beer bottles and soda 
cans.” But today, he views the 
new bottle bill as another 
way to get into the pocket of 
taxpayers. 

“This will cause irreparable 
harm,” said Miceli. “It’s a tax 
and people can’t afford it. 
There’s a lot of recycling 
going on now and you can 
drive through the streets and 
very rarely do you see a 
water bottle or a juice bot- 
tle.” 

When the bottle bill was 
passed in 1982, municipalities 
did not offer curbside recy- 
cling and thus, residents were 
encouraged to bring their 
bottles to local redemption 
centers to obtain their 
deposits. Today, according to 
the Massachusetts 


Department - of 
Environmental Protection, 
curbside recycling is avail- 
able in nearly every commu- 
nity in the Commonwealth. 

According to MassRecycle 
the state currently receives 
over $37 million per year in 
unclaimed deposits. It is 
expected that updating the 
Bottle Bill will generate an 
additional $15-20 million in 
revenue. Unclaimed deposits 
go directly to the state’s gen- 
eral fund. 

Currently, all the bottles 
proposed for deposits may be _ 
recycled through curbside 
programs. Proponents of the 
bill argue that ing the 
deposits to bottles typically 
consumed away from home, 
like sports drinks, will 
encourage people to hold onto 
the bottles and recycle them 
rather than placing them into 
the waste stream. 

Massachusetts is one of 
eleven states with bottle bills.

Butters Farm

Tavern and the Wilmington 
minutemen as well as creat- 
ing a historical calendar.” 

The developer, when made 
aware of the historic signifi- 
cance, agreed to sell the 
house and parcel back to the 
town for what he had paid for 
it. 

While the fundraising 
assisted in raising some 


money, it was not close 
enough to what the 
Wilmington Historical 


Commission needed to pur- 
chase Butters Farmhouse. 
Then, Wilmington Historical 
Commission went to town 
meeting to plead their case. 

William Butter II built the 
Butters Farmhouse in 1682 
and it is important part of 
history since it is the second 
oldest building in the town of 
Wilmington. Also, the first 
Baldwin Apple, originally 
known as the Butters Apple, 
was found on the Butters 
Farmhouse property. 

The Butters Farmhouse is 
also ‘part of the Burlington, 
North Woburn and 
Wilmington Local Industrial 
Heritage Trail. “The ability 
to preserver something from 
that era is so important, 
because we have already lost 
a lot of good buildings to 
demolition,” Representative 
James Miceli said. 

At Town Meeting, on April 
22, 2006, the town voted over- 
whelmingly - 225 to 8 - to pur- 
chase the Butters 
Farmhouse. Later on, in 2006, 
the state legislature appro- 
priated the funds to purchase 
the Butters Farmhouse, 
thereby lifting the financial 
burden from the town. 

“We were very thankful for 
Representative Charles 
Murphy, State senator Bruce 
Tarr and Representative 
Miceli for getting a line item 
grant from the state legisla- 
ture of $450,000 in 2006,” 
Harris said. “We rely on the 
support of our representa- 
tives to get,things done dur- 
ing this time of economic 
downfall to hold onto these 
landmarks.” 

In November 2006, 
Governor Mitt Romney uti- 
lized his 9cpowers to cut $425 
million from the budget for 
the fiscal year of 2007, which 
caused setbacks for several 
projects - including Butters 
Farmhouse. However, once 
Governor Deval Patrick took 
office, he reinstated all the 
previous funding that had 
been cut from the budget. 

Miceli wrote a lengthy let- 
ter on behalf of the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission, and advocated 
for the Wilmington Historical 
Commission to receive the 
grant. ~

“Our goal 
is to have another family live 
in the house, but we have not 
determined yet how we will 
go about accomplishing it,” 
Harris said, 

“Right now, we are in the « 
process of finding other 
types of grants that are 
available nationwide that we 
can apply for, such as other 
preservation grants,” Harris 
said. Currently, the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission is working on 
having the archeological 
study done to determine how 
to stabilize and protect the 

The archeological study is 
an important part of the 
process of restoring the 
house, because it is vital to 
make sure there is nothing of 
archeological interest before 
restoration begins. 

Also, the architect has to 
make detailed plans of the 
work that is going to be done 
on the house and submit it to 
the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission. ° 

For this particular project, 
Terry McDermott, the cura- 
tor of the Wilmington Town 
Museum at the Col. Joshua 
Harnden Tavern, is the pri- 
mary contact person. 
McDermott described herself 
as the representative for the 
town, or the local project 
coordinator. 

She is responsible for mak- 
ing sure the architects, the 
contractors, the legislature, 
people from the town of 
Wilmington and anyone else 
who is involved is communi- 
cating with one another as 
well as receiving up to date 
information on the status of 
the project. 

McDermott takes care of 
all the paperwork for the pro- 
ject, sends invoices to the 
Massachusetts —_ Historical 
Commission and documents 
the process by taking pho- 
tographs before, during, and 
after the project is complete. 

“In the end with the help of 
the architect, I will have to 
do a completion report, 
which is to be submitted to 
the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission, that will 
explain what was done and 
how the grant money was 
used improve the house,” 
McDermott said. 

While the entire restoration 
process is lengthy, cli of the 
grant money that has been 
received needs to be used by 
the end of the fiscal year, 
which is by June 2010. 

Even though it may take 
several years to finish the 
project and accomplish sev- 
eral of the goals that the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission wishes to com- 
plete, Miceli put it best when 
he said, “We have saved it. 
We got it, and it is a work in 
progress.”

Reading's Ann Fisher 
is hiking the 
White Mountains in support of 
survivors of violence and trauma

A Reading woman is heading for the hills this weekend, 
ready to move mountains (or at least hike them) to raise funds 
needed to help women heal from the effects of violence. 

While Ann Fisher is ready to take on the challenge herself, 
she jokes that she wouldn’t mind a little help of the four-legged 
variety, at least when it comes to lugging her equipment. 

“I wish I had a camel going with me,” said Fisher, referring 
to the record feat achieved just last week, when a camel official- 
ly became the first dromedary to climb New Hampshire's famed 
Mount Washington. 

This weekend Fisher, a resident of Reading and a clinical 
social worker with an office in Woburn, will hike through the 
rugged terrain of New Hampshire’s White Mountains in the 
three-day Wilderness Heals pledge hike in support of survivors 
of violence and trauma. Wilderness Heals is a hike for a cause 
and is one of New England’s most challenging all-female 
fundraising events. 

“It’s funny, I read about this hike last year in a newspaper 
article after it happened, and I remember thinking that it was 
something I would like to try,” said Fisher. “I looked into it, and 
made sure I was part of it this year when it was scheduled.” 

Fisher will unite with 60 other women, to raise money for the 
women and families receiving services for domestic violence, 
mental illness, substance abuse and other forms of trauma at 
the Elizabeth Stone House in Boston, Mass. 

“I didn’t know mucli about the Elizabeth Stone House when I 
first signed up,” said Fisher. “I knew a little through my work, 
but now that I have looked into it, I think it’s a great resource 
for women and families. As a clinical social worker, I work with 
a lot of people who have come in contact with violence, and I’ve

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“BRUNO” LOTS OF LAUGHS 


“BRUNO? stars Sacha Baron Cohen (of Borat fame) as a 
flamboyant Austrian fashion talk show host who wants to 
be acelebrity in America. It will be offensive to many, but 
that said, there are lots of laughs in this movie. 


Flamboyant Austrian 
fashion talk show host 
Bruno decides that he wants 
to become an A-list celebri- 
ty in America, but every 
attempt he makes turns out 
badly for him. 

That’s the whole plot 
behind ‘Bruno’. If it seems 
kind of simple, that's 
because it means nothing to 
the rest of the film. Just 
like in his film Borat, come- 
dian Sacha Baron Cohen 
mixes reality with scripted 
comedy to show a look at 
America’ that most 
Americans will be very 
uncomfortable with. 

He learned a lesson with 
Borat though - a story can 
really sell the stunts. And 
so this loosely sewn togeth- 
er set of gags shown in a 90- 


minute tale is much more 
entertaining than they 
would have been on their 
own as they were in his 
HBO program ‘Da Ali G 
Show. 

Many may have thought 
he-was pushing the bound- 
ary of decency with Borat, 
and he was, but Bruno is 
even more offensive, on so 
many levels. Whether it's 
the one of dozens of homo- 
sexual jokes, the African 
baby he adopts, the Ron 
Paul seduction, or the 
many, many full nude 
scenes, this movie crosses 
the line to the point where 
you wonder if thee MPAA 
even watched it. 

That being said, it is 
funny.

Johnny Depp brings all 
his charisma to bear in 
playing bank robber John 
Dillinger. He's the epitome 
of cool, able to walk in and 
out of a bank, a prison, even 
the Chicago Police 
Department's own special 
squad investigating him 
without breaking a sweat. 
In the opening - scene, 
Dillinger is marched into a 
fortress-like Midwestern 
prison so he can break out a 
few of his confederates and 
walk right back out again. 

At the start, it seems like 
a charmed life; banks get 
knocked over easily, get- 
aways are clean, and there's 
safe houses everywhere 
willing to harbor a charm- 
ing fugitive from the law. As 
the opening titles put it, the 
Great Depression was a

bery," since a disillusioned 
America had lost faith with 
its banks and with its gov- 
ernment, an outlaw like 
Dillinger became a natural 
folk hero.
